Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Art Rejections 

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Roblejo (US 
5,989,122).^ 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Johnson et al. 
(US 2002/0017481 Al; "Johnson"). 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Roblejo (US 
2002/0017481 Al) in view of Johnson et al. (US 2002/0017481 Al; "Johnson"). 

Applicant has rewritten claim 1 to include the subject matter of allowable claim 2, 
thereby placing this claim and claims 3-5 in condition for allowance. 

New Claims 

For additional claim coverage merited by the scope of the invention, Applicant is adding 
new claims 6-8. Claim 6 is believed to be allowable, because the prior art does not teach or
